Accused,' aftsaMfaeing duly wrem, toajc the stand. The gist of hie 
pertinent testimony is as follows* He waa a corporal in the Japanese Anny. . He 
served at the Paknstca Branch deep Humber 23 from 15 January 1945 to I7 May 1945 
Shoemaker had become quiet and meek and accused told the Major Hagen that some- 
tMag wee wrong with Shoemaker and he did not believe he was in hie right mind. 
Because Of accused’* defective English the major must have misunderstood him and 
thought he was calling Shoemaker a fool. Major Hagen said Shoemaker was not a 
fool bat that aceoeed was a feel and this started an argument. The major became 
infuriated and accused became angry and grabbed a poker and raised it over the 
major’s head* At that moment he relieed the rank of the major, checked his- no¬ 
tions and refrained from hitting him with the poker. He had no further arguments 
with *M®r Hagen. Ho denied kicking aver the medical instruments. Had he done 
so he would have probably been placed in the. guard house or have been court- 
martlelsd (R-. ?-ll). Concerning ^pacification 1, he did not remember Kllbum. 
Usually prisoners went on eick call in the evening after work but there was no 
regulation prohibiting them from going in the morning the day they were te go to 
work. Hi did'not have training in judo and did not know judo. Ho did not require 
any prisoner te stand at attention for punishment or reprimand. There were these 
when they Sire required to etand at attention during an investigation. He did 
netknew Cramer or fm (R. 11-13)*

Mssataka Shikata was nsset pr e sen ted ee a witness for the defense. 
Dnder oath he testified that he wee the aadleal officer at the camp from August 
1944 to 16 fey 1945. He had no reeellsetiaa of Major Hagen or the prisoners mak¬ 
ing any coeqslainta about accused. He did not hear of aocueed’s boating of Major 
Hagen until he had coos before e commission an another ease. If accused had 
broken medical instruments the main soap would have taken "proper m e asur es". Be 
did not recall anything about Kilbarn «acM$>t hie name. He r o mab erw d s prleonsr 
who urns paralysed in the' legs and he and fcjef Hagen thought it was caused by seme 1 
vaaersl disease. Thle paresis sen be Caused a* a result of an injury to the spinal 
oolaMt or fay venaral d is e as e (R. 1346). He did not see- ae oueed strike any pri¬ 
soner. Re did not know whether or not accused dieoSpll ^ any prisoner of war by 
making h£m~«tand at attention for a length of tlpe (B. Id).
